Paying for Reconstruction in Iraq 


By US Senator Carl Levin (D-MI) 

During the five years of war in Iraq, 
the United States government has spent 
approximately half a trillion dollars. That 
funding includes billions of dollars devoted 
to reconstruction of Iraq's infrastructure, 
training Iraqi security forces, and rebuild- 
ing Iraq's economy. 

But while American taxpayers have 
been funding Iraq's recovery, reports indi- 
cate that the Iragi government has accrued 
billions of dollars of assets that sit in bank 
accounts around the world. 

At the outset of the Iraq War in March 
2003, Deputy Secretary of Defense Paul 
Wolfowitz was asked whom he expected 
would pay for the rebuilding of Iraq. He 
answered, “There's a lot of money to pay 
for this. It doesn't have to be U.S. taxpayer 
money. And it starts with the assets of the 
Iraqi people ... the oil revenues of that 
country could bring between 50 and 100 
billion dollars over the course of the next 
two or three years.... We are dealing with a 
country that can really finance its own re- 
construction and relatively soon.” 

This assessment was correct in part: 
the U.S. State Department estimates that 
Iraq oil sales garnered revenues of $41 bil- 
lion in 2007. With oil prices on the rise, it 
looks possible that they will collect $60 bil- 
lion in 2008. But despite billions of dollars 

in revenues, these funds have not been spent 
on Iraqi reconstruction as hoped. 

- Recently I was joined by my colleague 
on the Senate Armed Services Committee, 
Republican Senator John Warner of Vir- 
ginia, in a request for an inquiry into Iraqi 
oil revenues and the funding of reconstruc- 
tion in Iraq. 

Our conversations with both Iragis and 
Americans during visits to Iraq, as well as 


official U.S. government and unofficial 
media reports, have convinced us that the 
Iraqi Government is not doing nearly 
enough to provide essential services and 
improve the quality of life of its citizens. 

In fact, we believe that it has been over- 
whelmingly U.S. taxpayer money that has 
funded Iraq reconstruction over the last five 
years, despite Iraq raking in billions of dol- 
lars in oil revenue over that time period. 
Much of that revenue appears to be depos- 
ited in non-Iraqi banks. 

We asked the U.S. Comptroller Gen- 
eral, who as head of the Government Ac- 
countability Office is charged with investi- 
gating how the federal government spends 


taxpayer dollars, to report back to us on how » 


much oil revenue Iraq has collected since 
the start of the war, how much Irag and 
the U.S. have spent on Iraqi reconstruc- 
tion, including developing Iraqi security 
forces and spurring economic development, 
and how much money the Iraqi government 
currently has deposited in banks. 

Finally, we want to know why the Iraqi 
Government has not spent more of its oil 
revenue on providing essential services for 
the Iraqi people. 

It does not make sense for taxpayers in 
Michigan and across America to pour money 
into Iraq, accruing billions of dollars of addi- 
tional debt that must be paid by our children 
and grandchildren, while the Iraqi govern- 
ment refuses to spend its money to protect 
and improve the life of its own citizens. 

Every taxpayer dollar should be spent 
wisely, as should every dollar of Iraqi oil 
revenue. We oppose an arrangement that 
spends American funds on Iraqi reconstruc- 
tion and allows the Iraqi government to 
avoid committing its own financial resources 


to build a future for the Iraqi people. O

“No Worker Left Behind” Program Is 
Among Top Priorities for House Democrats 


By State Representative Hoon- Yung Hopgood, 
22nd District of Michigan 

In keeping with our goal to complete 
the State’s budget by July, the House made 
significant progress in passing our share of 
the first round in budget-related bills be- 
fore the spring recess. Of the bills that were 
passed, one of the most important compo- 
nents is the designation of $40 million to 
the “No Worker Left Behind” program. 
This $40 million of State funds would 
supplement the $37-million Federal allo- 


cation, and will be paid for by the refinanc- | 


ing of State bond debt. This money is criti- 
cal for helping unemployed workers find 
retraining and educational opportunities. 

The need for this additional funding 
is clear: 11,000 workers are currently on 
“No Worker Left Behind” waiting lists be- 
cause overwhelming demand for the pro- 
gram exhausted Federal funds. About 
18,000 workers have been enrolled, and the 
$37 million will allow the program to help 
wait-listed workers and new applicants. 

I urge the Senate to fund this program, 
and I urge Congress to further fund retrain- 
ing programs for Michigan workers whose 
manufacturing jobs were lost to globaliza- 
tion, downsizing, and company closures. 
Hopgood Supports Airport Authority’s 
Decision To Delay Vote on Expansion 

I am happy to learn that the Wayne 
County Airport Authority has decided to 
wait to vote on the plan to expand Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport until its next meet- 
ing in May. This extension offers the op- 
portunity for the Airport Authority to con- 
tinue working with the residents and City 
of Romulus officials, as well as neighbor- 
ing cities, to reach an agreeable solution. 

I received numerous calls and e-mails 
from Romulus residents expressing their 
worry over the displacement the expansion 
would force upon residents, existing busi- 
nesses, and an elementary school, as well as 
over the impact on city-wide property val- 
ues, potential loss of City revenue, and in- 
creases in noise disturbance. I and several 
of my House and Senate colleagues sent a 
letter to the Airport Authority asking that 
voting be delayed until more information 
is given to the public about the anticipated 
effects of the expansion, and until more 
dialogue-is had on how to lessen such 
effects.

House Urges Congress To Pass Foreclosure 
Prevention Act 

Hoping for a better Federal response 
to the foreclosure crisis facing Michigan and 
much of our country, the House adopted 
House Resolution 306 and House Concur- 
rent Resolution 78, urging Congress and 
the President to pass and sign the Foreclo- 
sure Prevention Act of 2008. If passed by 
Congress, this act would provide $4 billion 
in block grants to help rehabilitate areas 
hardest-hit by foreclosures; $10 billion in 
state-issued tax-exempt bonds whose pro- 
ceeds would go toward refinancing adjust- 
able rate mortgages; and $200 million in 


pre-foreclosure counseling to help families 


avoid foreclosure. 

By targeting assistance to families at 
risk of losing their homes, and to commu- 
nities suffering from high foreclosure rates 
and declining property values, this legisla- 
tion offers real solutions to our homeowners 
and our neighborhoods. 

Legislature Creates New “Booster Seat’ 
Requirement 

Children under the age of eight and 
less than four-feet, nine-inches tall will soon 
be required to ride in manufacturer-certi- 
fied booster seats following the House pas- 
sage of Senate Bill 82. 

Motor-vehicle crashes are shown to be 
the largest cause of unintended injury and 
of death in children age eight and under. 
Requiring a booster seat will better position 
small children to fit the designs of safety 
features in motor vehicles, particularly safety- 
belt restraints and side curtain air bags. 

Passage of Senate Bill 82 follows up 
on important work the House Iransporta- 
tion Committee did on this issue last sum- 
mer. It is my hope that Governor Granholm 
signs this legislation without delay. 
Creation of Autism Fund Approved by 
House 

The House passed House Bills 5526 
and 5528, both of which I co-sponsored, 
to create an Autism Research Fund and a 
state income tax checkoff whose proceeds 


_will go directly into the fund. The heart- 


breaking increase in autism-related diag- 
noses, with some statistics showing that a 
child is diagnosed with an autism-spectrum 
disorder every 20 minutes, calls for much 
more research about this disorder, its causes, 
and its treatment. 

These bills are small steps toward learn- 
ing more about the autism-spectrum dis- 
orders that now affect so many families. 
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Airport Police Chief Named to ALEAN 


Wayne County Airport Authority Po- 
lice Chief Edward Glomb has been appoint- 
ed to the Board of Directors for the Air- 
port Law Enforcement Agencies Network 
(ALEAN), a national, nonprofit organiza- 
tion with nearly 100 airport member agen- 
cies. ALEAN facilitates the communication 










































of intelligence among airport law enforce- 
ment agencies worldwide. Airports in 
Canada and the United Kingdom, as well 
as agencies such as the FBI, Interpol, and 
the US Secret Service, maintain adjunct 
memberships. 

“I am honored to be selected for this 
Board,” said Glomb. “ALEAN plays a sig- 
nificant role in the ability of airports to share 
real-time intelligence and in benchmarking Edward Glomb 





best practices for airport law enforcement.”
